My Dear Friends: 

By the time this letter appears it will be my 
privilege and responsibility to greet you as your 
Bishop. The Consecration and Enthronement will 
be over—an unforgettable experience in my life, 
and I hope also an inspiration to all who attended. 
It was a special joy that the Primate, as Metro¬ 
politan, was the Chief Consecrator. 

It is not wise for a man to come among you 
with preconceived ideas, and I hope I shall not 
do so. Yet he can gather quite a bit of information 
which will help him if used wisely. Therefore in 
the past two months I have been using every 
spare moment to learn all I could about this 
diocese . It was fitting that my education was 
begun by my dear friend and guide, the Bishop 
of Ottawa. He knew Edmonton well forty years 
ago, as he was the first Rector of Christ Church 
here. The day after your election was held he sent 
over to me a map, drawn by his own pen, on which 
he had marked the boundaries of Edmonton 
Diocese, and also every parish and mission. 

Then letters began to come in from friends who 
know the Church here. They were unanimous in 
their testimony “You will be happy in Edmonton. 
There is a wonderful spirit there." 

Besides this there was the statistical informa¬ 
tion I could gather from the Synod Journals and 
also from the Census returns. Of course the value 
of statistics depends upon two factors—their 
accuracy and the interpretation that is placed on 
them. I can't say that Church statistics are always 
accurate. I knew one Rector in Toronto who had 
a unique way of making returns. He would call 
up the guileless curate of a neighboring parish 
and ask him “How many baptisms were there at 

St.'s last year? How many weddings? and 

so on. And if the Curate said 100 baptisms, he 
would put down 110 on his form, on the theory 
that his parish was busier and larger than his 
neighbor's. With such foibles in human nature you 


can understand why we approach statistics with 
a certain caution. 

The Dominion Census returns are always 
interesting, and will repay careful study for the 
Churchman. Did you know, for instance, that the 
1951 Census shows that in Alberta the Anglican 
Church is third in numerical strength, coming 
after the United and Roman Catholic Churches? 
What is remarkable is that in urban Alberta our 
Church beats out the Roman Catholic Church, and 
takes second place by a small margin. But in rural 
Alberta we drop to fourth, with the Lutherans tak¬ 
ing third. These are facts that merit careful 
thought. 

But I realize very well that I shall never know 
the Diocese of Edmonton until I know you, its 
people. Every unit in the Census returns means 
a person whom God loves and for whom Christ 
died. It is people who matter in the Church. We 
have been called into a fellowship, the Com¬ 
munion of the Holy Spirit. 

Therefore in the next few months I shall be 
coming amongst you. I do not want to see you 
only from the pulpit. I hope that wherever I go 
there will be opportunities for at least a handshake 
with you. The Dean has prepared a list of engage¬ 
ments for me, most of them in Edmonton City at 
first because of the weather factor. But as soon 
as possible I want to be moving all over the 
Diocese. 

I must close with a word of personal apprecia¬ 
tion for the heavy load the Dean has been carrying 
as Administrator of the Diocese. He has fulfilled 
these extra duties with grace and with devotion. 
And he, with Archdeacon Tackaberry and Arch¬ 
deacon Clough, have been a wonderful help in 
getting me started. 

The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with 
you.

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EDITORIAL 

Whether we drive or whether we walk most 
of us have experienced it over and over again. 
We seem to be getting along quite well, by and 
large others are moving along with us, we look 
ahead and see in the distance the green light which 
means that we can keep right on going the way 
we are. But as we approach the intersection the 
traffic light changes, it is no longer green but 
amber and we know, from our experience, that 
soon it will be red. 

Judging from the universality of such pro¬ 
cedure it must have proven valuable in practice 
to the authorities and to the good of all concerned. 
Judging from our church year—very much the 
same principle has proven valuable as applied 
to our Christian practice and discipline. All 
through the long season of Trinity we journey 
forward in company with our fellow churchman 
and then, like the amber light, there comes a 
Sunday called, "the Sunday Next Before Advent," 
a caution that the four weeks of preparation for 
Christmas is about to begin. It happens again 
after Christmas and Epiphany. There may be any 
number up to six weeks "after Epiphany" and then 


suddenly a change—"Septuagesima, Sexagesima 
and Quiniquagesima"—this time a three-week 
period of caution, but serving the same purpose, 
as the hymn puts it: 

Those three Sundays before Lent 
Will prepare us to repent, 

That in Lent We may begin 
Earnestly to mourn for sin. 

Lent is not a "negative" season—just as our 
pause at the intersection need not be negative. 
It helps us to get our bearings, it gives us time 
to consider where we are going and why, to think 
of the welfare of others, even so the season of 
Lent can be the most "positive" and the most 
"productive" season of the church year. The time 
when we cultivate and enrich the soil so that we 
may, by the Grace of God, bring forth in our lives 
the "fruits of the Spirit." 

Discipline and Discipleship are not only alike 
in spelling, they are allied in Christian practice 
because we are what we are—sons of men in 
need of discipline, yet children of God called to 
Christ's discipleship. The Church in her wisdom 
cautions us to prepare for all the opportunities 
that will be ours if we carefully and prayerfully 
approach the Lenten season that lies immediately 
ahead of us. 

“0 Jesus Christ, the Lord of all good life, who hast 
called us to help build the city of God; do thou 
enrich and purify our lives and deepen in us our 
discipleship. Help us daily to know more of thee, 
and through us by the power of thy Spirit, show 
forth thyself to other men.”

January 24, 1954 was a day not to be 
forgotten by the parishioners of St. 
Mary’s, the Highlands. For on that day 
we had the official opening and dedica¬ 
tion of our new church building and 
memorial furnishings; a long stride from 
the first Sunday School in 1913 and the 
first church building in June 1914 which 
was consecrated by the late Bishop H. 
A. Gray, the first bishop of Edmonton. 
The original building, 20 by 30 feet, 
has been added to throughout tire year's 
and seated 100 persons, but our new 
church is arranged for seating for over 
two hundred. This church is the most 
recent of our building programs and is 
the culmination of the dreams of many. 
We erected a parish hall in 1946, com¬ 
pleted a rectory in 1949, and plans for 
the new church started in January 1951. 
The final go ahead given in January 
1953, the first sod turned May 8, 1953 
and now we move into the new premises 
in January 1954. If someone had fore¬ 
cast ten years before that we would have 
a congregation of 467 persons at morning 
service at St. Mary’s we would have 
looked at him with tongue in cheek, but 
that was the record, 467 persons in 
attendance that morning. 

It was a disappointment to learn that 
Archbishop Barfoot would not be able 
to be present due to the late arrival of 
his train in the city. However, we were 
blessed in having with us that morning 
our new Bishop, Bishop H. H. Clark, 
who capably took over the opening ser¬ 
vice and on such short notice gave an 
inspiring and encouraging sermon. The 
service was a lovely one and the choir 
added much to the pleasure of the event, 
and the choir’s rendering of the anthem, 
“Thy House, O Lord, For Evermore,” 
composed and arranged by Mrs. Eric 
Marsh, especially for this service, was a 
treat. Our deep thanks to her for this 
effort. Our rector. Canon W. T. Elkin, 
was a happy man that day, and his joy 
and pleasure at the wonderful events of 
the day was easily apparent. 

Following the morning dedication, the 
evening service took the form of a mem¬ 


orial service, at which time The Most 
Rev. Walter F. Barfoot, Primate, dedi¬ 
cated tile new furnishings which had 
been presented by members of the con¬ 
gregation as memorial and as thank- 
offerings. 

As the choir and congregation joined 
to sing the verses of the most beautiful 
hymn, “We love the place, O God, 
wherein thine honour dwells"-—His Grace 
moved from one place to the other as 
designated by the specific verse of the 
hymn, and as the music ceased, he dedi¬ 
cated each memorial in its turn. 

The Altar, a memorial to Mr. and Mrs. 
G. E. Cook, was presented by Mrs. 
Cook’s sister. Miss A. Coombe. The Pul¬ 
pit, given in loving memory of Mr. and 
Mrs. G. E. Cook, was the gift of their 
daughter, Mrs. K. Darius. The lectern, 
a memorial to Mrs. Lorena Barfoot, was 
the gift of her husband, the Primate. 
The communion rail, in loving memory 
of Mrs. Lucy Harknett, was the gift of 
her husband Mr. S. G. Harknett. The 
prayer desk and seat given in memory 
of Mrs. M. Darius, was the gift of her 
son, Mr. K. Darius. The baptismal font 
given in memory of little Sharon Toane, 
was the gift of her family and her friends. 
As thankofferings. His Grace, the Prim¬ 
ate dedicated the Hymn board—a gift of 
the Girl’s Auxiliary of St. Mary’s and of 
the 40th Cub Pack; a pair of brass candle 
sticks, the gift of Mrs. D. Wilders; and 
a candle extinguisher, the gift of two 
little boys in the parish, Brent and Garth 
Pickard. 

At the close of this most inspiring 
part of the service, the Rt. Rev. R. J. 
Pierce, Bishop of Athabasca, entered the 
newly dedicated pulpit to deliver the 
first sermon from it. 

Bishop Pierce chose as his text part of 
the seventeenth verse of the fifth chapter 
of II Corinthians: “If any man be in 
Christ, he is a new creature.” “To what 
effect,” asked Bishop Pierce, “if we build 
and dedicate to the glory of God so 
beautiful a building, adorned with lovely 
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new furniture and other furnishings, if 
at the same time we come to worship in 
our new house of God as the same old 
Mary Brown and John Smith, with hearts 
stained with sin and with selfish desires? 
We must truly learn to put aside the 
‘old’ undesirable parts of our individual 
beings, and bring to God a new heart, 
befitting His beautiful new house of 
worship.” 

Following both morning and evening 
services, a reception was held in the 
church basement. Guests of honour in¬ 
cluded the Primate, Bishop and Mrs. 
Clark and members of their family, Bis¬ 
hop and Mrs. Pierce, the Chancellor and 
Mrs. Ford and others. Guests were re¬ 
ceived by the rector and Mrs. Elkin. 

Presiding at the tea urns during the 
morning and evening were Mrs. W. G. 
Bide, Mrs. K. A. King, Mrs. T. M. 
White and Mrs. Eric Marsh. 

For the occasion the tea table was 
laid in white linen and centered with 
attractive arrangements of early spring 
blossoms in low crystal bowls. 

Members of the afternoon and evening 
groups of the W.A. were hostesses at the 
receptions and in charge of arrangements 
were Mrs. H. B. Burden and Mrs. T. 
M. White. 

How thankful we are to those who 
created the spark to start us off on this 
building program and who provided 
encouragement and showed us that 
“where there is a will, there is a way,” 
and that we can “accomplish all things 
through Christ.” Our many thanks also 
to all those who had a hand in the com¬ 
pletion of the building, to the contractors, 
to the building and finance committees 
who worked long and hard on this pro¬ 
ject, to those men of the parish who 
gave of their time and talents voluntarily 
to accomplish much to speed along the 
finishing of the building and to the 
ladies who also gave valuable aid and 
help.

A LETTER TO THE EDITOR

A letter to the Editor: 

A couple of years ago the Diocese of 
Nova Scotia (28,000 families) opened 
the doors of Synod to women. Last year 
the great Diocese of Toronto took simi¬ 
lar action, confirming a vote which was 
taken the previous year. As this matter 
could come up in our own Synod at any 
time it should be of interest to examine 
the procedure. 

Article 4 of the Constitution states 
among other things that “Lay Delegates 
must be male communicants.” Obviously 
this article must be amended in order 
to make women eligible for election as 
delegates to the Synod of the Diocese of 
Edmonton. The way to do this is set 
out in Article 14 which reads as follows, 
viz, “No alteration shall be made in this 
constitution unless the proposition has 
been first sent to the Executive Commit¬ 
tee for consideration; approved at the 
meeting of the Synod by the Bishop and 
a majority of two-thirds of each order 
present voting separately and afterwards 
confirmed by the Bishop and a like 
majority of each order at the following 
meeting of the Synod, provided a 
change may at once pass into law if 
unanimously agreed to by the Synod.” 

Whatever may be thought of this 
Article 14, in a general way, there is 
good reason for objecting to this method 
of voting in relation to this clause four. 
A two-to-one vote is in itself quite a 
formidable requirement to face but this 
clause goes beyond that because it calls 
for a two-to-one vote of each order 
voting separately, which could be con¬ 
siderably more restrictive than a majority 
of both order’s (clerical and lay) voting 
collectively. 

It is also to be remembered that 
women at present have no votes in 
Synod. The objection then to this 
method of voting is that it leaves the 
way open for less than one-third of 
those voting to defeat the will of those 
in favor of a motion. A procedure that 
could easily lead to such a result can 
hardly be termed democratic.

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Childrens Corner 

Hello Boys and Girls. 

I hardly know how to begin. You see 
everyone is talking about the weather. 
Some of us are struggling with frozen 
pipes and others with cars that just will 
not start. Yes! it’s 31 degrees below 
zero but that may all be forgotten by the 
time you read this. 

The other day there was such a com¬ 
motion just outside the Rectory window. 
I think there must have been at least 
fifty Cedar Waxwings rapidly eating the 
berries from a bush just under the win¬ 
dow. I had never seen these birds at 
such close quarters before. They are a 
soft brown in color and have a black 
line running from the eyes around the 
back of the head. Their tail is tipped 
with yellow. I wondered just what they 
were doing in Alberta in January as I 
always thought they spent the winter in 
the United States. There was no doubt 
that they were very hungry, for in a 
few minutes all the berries had dis¬ 
appeared. 

I cannot think of birds without think¬ 
ing of a man who was born about 700 
years ago in a little town in Italy called 
Assisi. I’m sure you have guessed his 
name, Saint Francis of Assisi. As a youth 
Francis lived at home with his parents 
who were very rich and who gave him a 
great deal of money and many beautiful 
clothes. He loved pleasure, and he loved 
spending money and having great feasts 
for his friends. He was always very 
lovable and kind, tender-hearted and 
could never bear to see anyone hungry, 
cold or ill. Once when he was wearing a 
very splendid suit of clothes, he met a 
man all in rags who had been a brave 
and fine soldier; Francis, when he saw 
him, at once got off his horse and took 
off his fine clothes and gave them to the 
poor soldier. Often he would empty his 
purse into the hands of some poor and 
wretched beggar. So the rich and poor 
loved him. But it was really a selfish, 
thoughtless life St. Francis was leading. 

Then Francis fell ill, and for a long 
time he had to lie in bed, and he had 
much time to think. He began to realize 
how dull and empty it is to live only 
for one’s self or pleasure. As he lay 
awake one night he heard a voice speak¬ 
ing to him. He realized that it was Christ 
calling him. He knew that Jesus Christ 
was calling him to forsake all, and fol¬ 
low Him. 


St. Francis obeyed at once. He left 
his father’s house and all his riches, and 
clad in a coarse brown dress such as 
the poor peasants wore, he went out 
barefoot and preached to the people. 
And because St. Francis gave up all to 
follow the Master, instead of money and 
gay companions, our Lord gave him the 
gift of a great love for everything living. 
No service was too lowly for St. Francis 
to do for man, woman or child, and he 
not only loved people but he also had a 
wonderful love for birds, beasts and. 
flowers. Many wonderful stories are told 
of his great love for dumb animals. One 
day St. Francis was walking along the 
road when he heard the sound of coo¬ 
ing doves. Round a corner came a boy, 
with a number of wild doves caught and 
fastened in a wicker cage. He was taking 
them to the market to be sold. Now, 
when St. Francis saw them, he was very 
sad. He could not bear to think of them 
being prisoners in that cage. Perhaps, 
too, they would be killed. He looked 
at them very tenderly, and then said to 
the boy, “I pray you, give those doves 
to me, and do not let them fall into the 
hands of cruel men who will kill them.” 
The boy, seeing Francis’ kind face and 
hearing his loving voice, unlatched the 
cage and gave the birds to Francis. 

The doves flew out and perched hap¬ 
pily on the saint’s shoulders, and he 
spoke to them. “Little sisters, why do 
you let yourselves be caught? Now I 
have rescued you from death, and I will 
make nests for you that you may lay 
your eggs there, and care for your young, 
as God wills you to do.” So he went 
back along the road, the doves flying 
round him, to where some of the other 
Brothers were. There they made some 
nests. The birds laid their eggs, and one 
spring day, the shells cracked and broke, 
and tiny baby doves looked out. 

Francis often stood close to the nests 
and watched the mother birds tending 
their young, and the father birds search¬ 
ing for food. When the young ones were 
ready to fly, Francis spoke to them and 
told them to go now to the green woods 
which were their home. As lie spoke, the 
doves stretched their wings and flew 
away. 

St. Francis was very happy, always 
singing, and loved by everyone. He 
knew that the true secret of happiness is 
to forget oneself and to love and help 
others. 

I wonder, Boys and Girls, if you 
would like to write me and tell me how 


many different kinds of birds are men¬ 
tioned in the Bible. I have a prize wait¬ 
ing for the one who sends in the longest 
list of names. Here’s one: a “Dove”.

The congregation of St. Peter’s 
Church, Edmonton, at its last annual 
meeting passed a resolution favoring an 
amendment to clause 14, which would 
provide that in the event of any motion 
being made in Synod to make women 
eligible as delegates to that body, such 
motion should become valid as to voting 
when it received a majority of the votes 
of both orders voting collectively. 

In this connection it is well to remind 
ourselves that the vote last year of the 
Synod of Toronto was ninety-eight to 
eighty-nine on this matter, as given in 
the press, including The Edmonton 
Churchman. This close vote indicates 
that the decision there was on a majority 
vote.

From Archdeacon Webster 
Of Aklavik 

“With 100 patients in the hospital, 
85 of whom are T.B. patients, I am kept 
busy with visiting and instruction. Every 
Thursday evening I have shortened Even¬ 
ing Prayer, concluding with a study of 
“Acts”. This is relayed over five loud¬ 
speakers to the wards. 

“At the end of January 1953 I travelled 
through the Delta by dog-team, going as 
far as Tuktayaktuk for three weeks’ work. 

“The summer of 1953 I went to Cam¬ 
bridge Bay on the “Fort Hearne”, push¬ 
ing our way slowly for 28 hours through 
ice two winters old. At Cambridge Bay 
I was a guest at the Hudson’s Bay 
manager’s and his wife for two weeks 
while I awaited the smaller boat, the 
“Natchilik”, to take me to Spence Bay. 
During the delay I held daily services. 

“It took 44 hours from Cambridge Bay 
to King William Land Post and 20 hours 
more to Spence Bay. While there I 
visited Eskimo tents and held services in 
Eskimo and English. 

“I also visited Coppermine. The 
Sperrys were very well, Mrs. Sperry 
having made a remarkable recovery from 
her illness in the Spring of 1953. 

“My journey then took me to Holman 
Island Post, to Banks Island and to Tuk- 
toyakluk, travelling at full speed but 
working through scattered ice and fog. 
At Tuk I found Captain and Mrs. Frith 
(Church Army folk) settling in very 
nicely. This full trip from Aklavik and 
back took 6% weeks; the distance 
travelled being 3200 miles. 

“It is distressing that Spence Bay and 
Cambridge Bay are still without a mis¬ 


sionary. The Roman Catholic Church 
has landed building material to build a 
new mission at or near Cambridge Bay. 
The harvest is plenteous but the laborers 
are few; pray ye for laborers, ones 
willing to do and dare for the Master. 
Aklavik, too, needs your prayers for the 
young people and children in our school, 
and for the sick ones in hospital, especial¬ 
ly Renie Martin, a convert through Cap¬ 
tain Friths’ mission last July.”
